their respective Chairmen, and shall confer upon the differ- 
ences between the two Houses, aud shall report as early as con- 
venient the result of. their conference, to their respective 
Houses for their action. 

II. 


When a Message shall be sent from either House, it shall be 
announced at the door by the doorkecper, and shall be respect- 
fully communicated tothe Chair by the person by whom it may 
be sent.

Messages shall be sent by the Clerk, or by such person as a 

sense of propriety of each House may determine to be proper. 
IY. 


Notice of the action of either ITouse to the other shall be on- 
paper, and under the signature of the Olerk of the House 
from which such notice is to be conveyed.

hundred and twenty-one dollars and séventy-fout cents has.

Fourth—That the Controller, on the 20th day of Febru- 
ary, 1875, issued to Milton Kelley a warrant for $625.40 for 
printing claimed to be a charge against this Territory, which 
was not at any time due and owing from said Territory, and 
no authority for the issuance of said warrants has been found ;

Stath—Section 9 of the Act eee a Revisory Com- 
mission on the Code, ete., says: “That in case Congress shall 
make an appropriation sufficient to pay for the printing and 
publication of the Code, no part of the sum hereby appro- 
priated shall be drawn, and no warrant shall issue therefor.” 

It appears that Congress, on the 31st day of July, 1876, 
on account of “Public Printing and Binding in Idaho Terri- 
tory, approved an appropriation for the sum of $2,128.00, 
which left a deficiency in this Territory for the same. 

But the Controller of this Territory, on the 20th day of 
July, 1876, drew his warrant in favor of Milton Kelly, Esq., 
for the sum of $1,400.00, eleven (11) days before said Act had 
been approved, and before said deficiency could be by law 
ascertained; and we are therefore of the opinion, that undue 
haste has been exhibited in the issuance of said warrants, and 
at the time were illegal, improperly issued and without due 
authority of law.

injustice to have this bill grow into maturity, for if it should 
with the velocity which we usually exercise, like “Jonah’s 
Gourd,” spring into existance in a day, these gentlemen would 
become subject to this Act; and in all probability not be able 
to meet the demand, besides it would cause a rupture in this 
honorable body, and perhaps dissolution, destitution and a lost 
occupation. 

The third clause in Sec. 1, provides that “a fine of two 
hundred dollars shall be levied upon any person who lives in 
an open state of fornication or adultery.” Great Heavens? 
can it‘possibly be conceived, Mr. Speaker, and gentlemen of 
the Ninth Session of the Legislative Assembly of Idaho, that 
there could exist a being in human form so lost to all sense of 
shame as to perpetrate these things openly, and in day-light ? 
Most assuredly nut, Mr. Speaker ; and therefore, we are of the 
opinion that this bill is intened probably to facilitate as well as 
to protect any one in the enjoyment of these luxuries, if they 
can be obtained in the dark, for it is very evident that the bill 
does not provide for any thing done in the dark, but restricts 
its provisions to acts perpetrated openly, consequently it is cer- 
tain, and appears upon the face of the bill that it is deficient, 
both in language and intent of purpose, nevertheless, taking it 
as it reads, it may possibly do the gréatest good to thé greatest 
number, and as that is the fundamental principal of all Repub- 
lican and Democratic governments, we beg leave to report the 
bill back to the House and recommend that it be referred to 
the Committee on Males and Male Facilities.

_ Mr. Speaxer—We, your Special Committee, appointed 
to act in conjunction with a similar committee from the Coun- 
cil, for the purpose of investigating into the condition of Ter- 
ritorial prisoners at Boise City, and in the custody and under the. 
supervision of the United States Marshal at said place; would : 
respectfully report, that together with said committee of the’ 
Council; we visited said Penitentiary and thoroughly exam- 
ined its buildings; cells and apartments, and also into the con- 
dition, care and treatment of said Territorial Prisoners. 

That in pursuance of said inquiry into said matters, the 
Juint committee, composed of said special committees, issued 
subpcenas for all those persons whom said Joint Committee 
learned would be best able to give a full, true and correct 
statement of the various matters pertaining to said investiga- 
tion. S 

That said Joint Committee, during its investigation at 
said prison, conversed with the various prisoners therein held 
and fully interrogated a majority of them as to the treatment 
and care they received at the hands of the keepers of the 
prison, the amount and quality of their food and clothing, and 
as to the medical attention and sanitary facilities and provisions 
extended to them. 

And after a full and careful investigation of such mat- 
ters, it is the unanimous opinion and finding of said Joint 
Committee. -

tures thereto pertaining are well and substantially built. Are 
large and of a capacity fully sufficient for any probable de- 
mands that are now, or in the near future may be made upon 
it. That the prison is well kept and ventilated, and by means 
of windows has all the light required. 

‘That the average number of Territorial prisinors held 
and cared for in the prison during the year 1876, was nine 
and five-sixths; that the food furnished them is sufficient in 
quantity and quality ; that provisions have been made for and 
a physician is regularly employed to look after the health of 
any of the prisoners needing medical assistance, and 'that'as to 
the food'and medicine -all is done that is necessary, or that is’ 
demanded in such matters. ' 

That the clothing of the prisoners is sufficient and kept 
in repair, and that the cells and apartments of the prisoners: 
appear to be clean, comfortable and well ventilated. 

That there is no labor performed by the prisoners, from 
the fact, as your committee learned that it is impossible td’ find 
labor, or any kind of work for the prisoners ‘that would com- 
pensate the expense and risk attendent upon such labor. ,’ 

That for sanitary purposes the prisoners are frequently 
taken out and exercised ; that the punishment inflicted is seldom, 
and not in the opinion of the committee too severe. Looe 

That in respect to the security and safe keeping of the. 
prisoners, the committee find that the prison building is suff- 
cient and that the guards employed are all that is required, . 
but that the shackles now in use in the prison are insufficient. 
and defective, and would recommend that measures be taken. -

Thet among the Territorial prisoners held in.said prison 
is one James Hamlin, Convicted at the June term of the qis- .

June 1875, and after consulting the United States Marshal, in 
charge of the prison, and the keepers employed under him, _

CONTROLLER. 


It is found that the system of keeping the accounts of the 
Territory is simple, perfect and satisfactory, superior in any 
respect to the system practiced heretofore. | 

Under the present system the accounts commence with 
the first day of the fiscal year, ending with its close; the debts 
and credits of each account are complete and properly placed, _ 
and all the transactions of each fiscal year kept and acounted. 
for within its own period. 


An inspection of the books shows, under the former sys- 
tem, as practiced by Daniel Cram, Esq., the tranactions of one 
fiscal year were incorporated into the accounts of another, for 
iplustration : 


“In accounts with the counties the credits belonging to 
the last quarter of the preceeding year, were carried into the 
accounts as credits due the county for the current year. In 
the last quarter of the fiscal year the debits are inconsiderable 

counties having before received what they needed from 
the Territory. The credits formed much the larger sum, which 
being improporly*carried into the acconnt for the next year, 
carried with them whatever of error there might be in the dif- 
ference between the accounts thus placed and what would 
have appeared if they had been entered where they properly 
belonged. 

This process being repeated from year to year, the error 
grew, until,.as the books show, the counties appear as the 
ereditors of the Territory for large amounts, which result is 
absurd and impossible. 


t 
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The effect of this was to make it impossible for the present 
Controller to balance the books; and in justice to the Territory, 
necessitated a change from that system. 

Careful examination of all the quarterly reports of the 
Auditors to this officer, prove the correctness of his books. 

His accounts with the Territorial Treasurer are correct. 
His warrant books have been examined and compared with the 
registered indebtedness on all the funds; and we are satisfied 
that he is an efficient officer. 


TERRITORIAL TREASURER. 


We have carefully examined all the books of the Treasurer, 
and all vouchers and reports returned in settlement with the 
Auditing ofäcer of the Territory. 

His system of keeping accounts with counties is: excellent. 
All moveys which have been paid to him, have been accounted 
for. It has been correctly apportioned to the various funds, 
and properly disbursed according to the requirements of law. 

All warrnts drawn by the Controller have been duly 
registered. 

His reports for the past two years have been examined 
and found correct. 

The balance on hand, including vouchers, warrants, cou- 
pons, and money on hand, agree with reported balance, $12,- 
934.52. 

Would respectfully snggest that the Controller be requested 
to provide a suitable book and enter therein the coupons and 
warrants, which are now in his office, redeemed, and after the 
same has been correctly performed, they be destroyed. 

The Treasurer and Controller are most respectfully referred 
to Sec. 10, page 800, Code, which says: 

“Tn all cases of grants, salaries, pay and expenses, ascer- 
tained and allowed by law, found due to individuals from the 
Territory, when audited, the Controller shall draw warrants 
upon the Treasury for the amount, in the form used in the 
Treasury Department; but in cases of unliquidated acconnts 
and claims, the adjustment and payment of which are not pro- 
vided for by Jaw, no warrants shall be drawn by the Controller, 
or paid by the Territorial Tresurer, unless the previous appro- 
priations shall have been made by law for that purpose, nor 
shall the whole amount drawn for and paid under any one 
head ever exceed the amount due thus appropriated.” 

And in conclusion, your Committee deem it but an act of 
well deserved justice to return thanks to Secretary E. J. Curtis,
